Enlarging of Waterway 
Unlike the Paqama Canal, the Suea 
Canal has no locks. As first con¬ 
structed, the canal had a depth of 26 
feet Later, tills was increased to 36 
| feet; and work now in hand, when 
j finished, will Insure an average depth 
j of not less than 40 feet. Big steamers 
| now passing through -the canal draw a 
• maximum of 31 feet, and craft ltaving 
I a draft of 33 feet will use tlie water- 
5 way before long. Jn short, the 
' growth of shipping compels the con- 
! tinual amplifying of the canal's dimen¬ 
sions so as to provide suitable leeway 
for the safe movement pf the great 
tide of traffic. 

Originally, the bottom width of the 
canal was but 72 feet, while at present 
it is 150 feet. - The Intention is to 
augment this to 300 feet.

Flying School Builds Tunnel 




Will Be Used to Test Lifting Power of 
Aeroplane Structures 

The largest wind tunnel in the coun¬ 
try - and perhaps in the world, aB part 
of the new laboratory of the Daniel 
Guggenheim school of aeronautics o!
